Lenten Self-Denial Atones For Sins, Develops 


Will Power And Strength Of 


Ban. Church asks her children 
to fast, abstain, mortify and 
deny themselves especially 
during the holy season of Lent 
that in spirit they might thus 
walk in the footsteps of Christ 
who fasted for 40 days and 40 
nights. It was not the Church 
but Christ Himself who said, 
“Unless you do penance you 
shall all likewise perish.” 


The obligation of doing pen- 
ance is thus a divine obligation 
from which no human power 
can dispense us. It is because 
of this divine law that the 
Church has enacted her Lenten 


‘regulations to show us clearly 


how we can fulfill the command 
of our Blessed Lord and follow 
His example. 


We do not observe Lent, 
however, merely because our 
Savior fasted but because of the 
reasons which lie behind His 
command. We do penance for 
a twofold reason. First, to 
atone for our past sins and to 
satisfy the temporal punishment 
due to them. Secondly, to 
strengthen our will so as to 
prevent our falling in the 
future. 


Moral Order 


The moral order of the uni- 
verse requires that punishment 
be meted out to the violators of 
its laws: otherwise our world 
would be a topsy-turvy one de- 
void of spiritual value. Just as 
the transgression of a physical 
law incurs a penalty, so does a 
transgression of a moral law 
demand a penalty. We see this 
illustrated at the very dawn of 
human history. When Adam 
and Eve disobeyed God’s law 
they were driven out of the 
Garden of Paradise and doomed 
to sickness, suffering and death. 


After David had repented his 
double crime of murder and 
adultery, he was pardoned. But 
he was compelled to suffer a 
temporal punishment in the vio- 
lent death of his son Absalom. 
‘The Lord also hath taken away 
thy sin,” said the prophet Na- 
than, “nevertheless because

mortify ourselves, atone for our 


misdeeds and thus help balance 
the scales of justice in the 
moral universe. 

We renounce sin and the lusts 
of the flesh and turn to God in 
repentance to serve Him and 
His justice unto our own sanc- 
tification. “For,” says St. Paul, 
“as you have yielded your 
members to serve uncleanness 
and iniquity, unto iniquity; so 
now yield your members to 
serve justice unto sanctifica- 
tion.” Lenten discipline helps 
to wean us all-from an inordi- 
nate attachment to the world 
and its pleasures and turn our 
minds and hearts to God. “The 
wages of sin,” Lent reminds us, 
“is death. But the grace of God 
is life everlasting in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 


Constant Conflict 


Let us now consider the 
second purpose of penance: to 
strengthen our will and thus 
prevent future relapses. When 
psychology has written its final 
chapter on human nature it 
will be found that it has given 
us no more penetrating reveia- 
tion of the conflicting duality 
within us than that which St. 
Paul disclosed to the Romans 
when he wrote: “I see another 
law in my members fighting 
against the law of my mind, 
and captivating me in the law 
of sin that is in my members.” 

Developing this thought, he 
writes to the Galatians: “For 
the flesh lusteth against the 
Spirit, and the spirit against 
the flesh; for these are contrary 
one to another so that you do 
not the things that you would.” 
Because of this inner conflict 
he found himself yielding to the 
thralldom of the senses and to 
the tyranny of the flesh against 
the voice of reason: and con- 
science so that he was com- 
pelled to exclaim: “The good 
which I will, I do not: but the 
evil which I will not, that I do.”

Its half-dozen chapters begin 
with one stating the problem and 
emphasizing the indispensability 
of making one’s own decision. 

Next comes an outline of pertin- 
ent scientific facts. The kinds and 
effects of alcoholic beverages are 
listed. Popular myths are explod- 
ed. The re that people give 
for drinking are summarized and 
analyzed. ‘The subtle dangers in 
the improper use of alcohol, de- 
ceiving the drinker himself, . are 
discussed. 


The third chapter is devoted to’ 
the virtue of sobriety, binding on 
everyone. “A _ special virtue is 
needed for the regulation of this 
oe age (i.e., for beverage alco- 
hol), St. Thomas Aquinas tells us, 
not merely because beverage al- 
cohol is so attractive to the sense 
appetite, but because the abuse of 
it so quickly attack’s man’s reason 
and judgment, first diminishing it, 
then eliminating it.” 

Moderate drinking is defined, 
and it is shown that drinking is 
immoderate not only when too 
much is consumed, but also when 
what is spent on drink cannot be 
afforded, when there is interfer- 
ence with duties and obligations, 
and when drinking becomes an_oc- 
casion of sin. 

Total abstinence is considered in 
Chapter Four, which concludes 
with a plea that advocates of tee- 
totalism and advocates of moder- 
ate use work together for promo- 
tion of sobriety, instead of engag- 
ing in contention. 

The fifth chapter is particularly 
notable, for it puts in plain lan- 
guage the morality of getting high, 
tight, or drunk. There is a com- 
mon notion that the question of sin 
enters the picture only in the case 
of deliberate complete drunken- 
ness. Sin is possible, even serious 
sin, before that stage is reached. 
The author explains why. People, 
and their name is legion, who pro- 
fess to see no harm in getting | 
high or tight would do well to face | 
the truth as here spelled out. 

Alcoholism gets by far the 
longest chapter in the book, 29 
pages packed with stark and use- 
ful information. The misconcep- 
tions on this matter are manifold 
and harmful. Father Ford briskly 
clears them away and-sets out, in 
brief, all that has been determined 
as precise and helpful. He supplies

The Seminary building itself was 
a Japanese Radio station made of 
heavy cement.

The islands do not have the 
green, carpet-like grass which we 
know: instead it is a form of wild, 
jungle-like growth. But the boys 
have cleared the ground and plant- 
ed grass seed and before long the 
place will begin to look like a cam- 
pus, with a number of coeonut 
palm trees, breadfruit trees and 
others.

I was told 
that it was exciting, but danger- 
ous, too, for these islands are sur- 
rounded by coral reefs which are 
often sharp, and the rough ocean 
waves sometimes dash the canoes 
against them. In order to land, 
the boat must circle around the 
island until it reaches a break in 
the reef. Then the canoe rides 
the waves.through the small pass- 
age in the reef, and into the shal- 
low water.

TT Garden of Gethsemane is on the lowest slope of the 

Mount of Olives, across the Kedron valley from Jeru- 
salem. It used to be the place where the olives were collected 
to be squeezed and pounded, to get the oil out of. them. 
Nowadays there is a real garden there, with all sorts of 
flowers growing in it, and a few very old olive trees. But 
when Our Lord and the apostles used to go there, I expect 
there was just soft, bright green grass and a great many 
olive trees growing all around.

There is still a great flat rock, which now has a church 
and this, they say, is the rock on which Our 
- He was taking the punishment for all our 
sins on his shoulders — all the treachery and greed and 
cruelty there ever had been or would be. Your sins and 
mine were among them, of course.

That is why we 
must keep. our spiritual iodine of 
mortification always handy, why it 
must be used so often. 


To unite our hearts with God 
here, to win an eternal union 
with God in heaven; that is why 
we practice mortification. We have 
our Good Friday in order that we 
may enjoy the glory of an Easter 
resurrection. 


But knowing the “why” is not 
the whole story. Next comes the 
sequel of the “what.” Everyone 
must practice some form of self- 
denial if he wishes to win eternal 
life, yet everyone cannot practice: 
the same kind. The ordinary man 
or woman is not expected to fast 
on bread and water, to use a stone 
for a pillow, to go shopping for 
hair-shirts. If some of the saints 
have done so, it was because God 
gave them a special insight into 
the value of suffering and the 
grace to endure such privations 
cheerfully. Life itself, living with 
others, earning a living, will pro- 
vide many opportunities for morti- 
fication. Many an argument could 
be avoided if one of the parties 
would exercise a little self-denial 
and give in. One of the best morti- 
fications is to give up our own 
opinion: when we see it is em- 
barrassing or provoking to an- 
other. 


Another good mortification for 
which there is opportunity every 
day is the restraining of curiosity. 
Curiosity gets you into trouble 
with others; it makes you commit 


curiously listening to the story of 
a neighbor’s faults, you go out 
and tell it to somebody else. Why 
not check the impulse to inquire 
about something that doesa’t con- 
cern you? It’s a good mortifica- 
tion, and people respect the man 
who can mind his own business. 


It is always better to concen- 
trate on positive mortifications 
rather than on negative ones. It is 
in other words, better to practice

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Yet, strange as it may seem, 
there is one element of that 
message at Fatima that still has not 
“caught on” in certain areas. Our 
Lady seemed to single out impurity 
as the one sin that is more respon- 
sible than any other for the present 
plight of human society.

Lastly, Our 
Blessed Lady speaks to the social 
body, as such, with a deep com- 
plaint as reported by little Jacinta, 
“Certain fashions will be _ intro- 
duced that will offend Our Lord 
very much.”

Intention Important 


Repeatedly in the last half 
century have. the Sovereign 
Pontiffs, particularly Pope Pius XI 
and Pope Benedict XV directed 
against the infamous tendencies of 
fashion to discard chaste. attire. 
Catholics should be convinced that 
it is not merely a question of a 
few inches more or less of material 
used, but rather the intention on 
the part of modern paganism to 
advance the emancipation of the 
flesh. 


Pope Benedict XV exclaimed: “A 
formidable torrent of vice, which 
inundates modern society is danger- 
ously augmented by the present 
yindecent style of dress. And this 
style by the negligence, worst yet, 
by the culpable vanities of mothers 
and families spreads unfortunately 
even to the smallest girls, expos- 
ing to the greatest danger, their 
simplicity and innocence.” 


As fashion continued to foster 
immodesty, the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of the Council on the Feast of 
the Holy Family, January 12, 1930 
issued instructions, admonishing 
both shepherds and the flock to 
direct their efforts toward protect- 
ing Catholic womanhood against 
the evil influence of shameful 
attire. It is the Church speaking,

Salmon Casserole 
Florentine

cooked spinach, % cup butter or 
margarine, % cup flour, 1% tea- 
spoons salt, 1 teaspoon monosodium 
glutamate such as Accent, % tea- 
spoon pepper, 4 cups milk, 4 cups 
grated American cheddar cheese, 
1 cup buttered soft bread crumbs. 

Drain salmon; flake. Chop 
spinach. Arrange alternate layers 
of salmon and spinach in 2-quart 
casserole. Melt butter; blend in 
flour, salt, monosodium glutamate 
and pepper. Add milk; cook over 
low heat until smooth and thicken- 
ed, stirring constantly. Add cheese 
and stir until it is melted. Pour 
into casserole, lifting salmon and 
spinach layers with a fork to dis- 
tribute. Top with buttered crumbs. 
Bake in moderate oven 350°F. 20 
to 25 minutes. (Allow 10 minutes 
more if you prepare it in the morn- 
ing and have stored it in refriger- 
ator.) Serves 8. 


Salmon Patties With 
Rarebit Sauce 


1 1-pound can salmon, 16 soda 
crackers, crushed, 1 teaspoon salt, 
1 egg, beaten. 


Drain salmon and remove skin. 
Add cracker crumbs, saving out 
enough to coat outside of patties. 
Add salt and beaten eggs; mix well. 
Form into 8 patties, roll in cracker 
crumbs and brown in hot fat in 
skillet. Brown well on each side. 
While the cakes are browning make 
the Rarebit Sauce. To'1l cup un- 
diluted tomato soup, add % pound 
proeessed American cheese and ™% 
teaspoon celery salt. Heat, stirring 
until cheese is melted. Serve at 
once over salmon patties. Makes 8. 


Salmon Supper Dish 


1 cup elbow macaroni, 2 eggs, 
slightly beaten, *%4 cup milk, 1 can 
condensed cream of mushroom 
soup, 1 1-pound can salmon, 2 cups 
cooked or canned peas. 


Cook macaroni in boiling salted 
water until tender, about 8 min- 
utes; drain and rinse. Combine 
with beaten eggs and milk. Pour 
into a greased shallow baking dish. 
Heat soup, stirring until smooth; 
stir in drained and flaked salmon 
and peas. Pour salmon mixture 
over macaroni, Place baking dish 
in pan of hot water. Bake in a 
moderate oven 350°F. 30 to 40 
minutes. Serves 6.

along their cattle, .

A supply ship had left Monterey 
concurrently with the expedition 
and was supposed to enter the bay 
and await the group on foot with 
their livestock. But adverse winds 
delayed the ship, and the ground 
party arrived first. Not finding 
the ship, they decided to make 
camp on a hill overlooking the bay. 
They erected a plain Cross and the 
First Mass was celebrated the 
morning of June 29, 1776 on this 
site. - : 

Without question, it was this 
scene that Matthews tried to cap- 
ture in his painting which was 
subsequently reproduced on US. 
postage’ (C39). The temporary 
Cross is plainly visible in the back- 
ground. 

While waiting for the supply 
ship, these pioneers commenced 
construction of permanent build- 
ings. When the ship arrived on 
August 18, 1776, the Dolores Chap- 
el was well under way. It was 
formally dedicated on Oct. 6, of 
that year. 

The Spanish missionaries did not 
restrict their explorations to the 
western coast. They penetrated 
far into the interior and were the 
first to traverse the rugged terrain 
of the Rocky mountains. A re- 
minder of this appears on a stamp 
issued in 1951, at the time of the 
75th anniversary of the admission 
of Colorado as a state. In the 
background is depicted the Mount 
of the Holy Cross. 

Legend has it that this awe in- 
spiring natural phenomenon was 
first looked upon by a Spanish 
monk, and when he saw it he 
dropped dead on the spot. He had 
previously reported dreaming of 
seeing a hugh white cross in the 
sky. When he suddenly beheld this 
cross of snow towering above him, 
he must have believed it to be a 
true vision and it was too much 
for him. 

It is a fact that the Mount of 
the Holy Cross was discovered and 
named by Spanish missionaries, 
who were exploring the area. One 
such expedition is very carefully 
described by Hubert H. Bancroft 
in his History of the Pacific 
States, Vol. XX, pp. 339-343. He 
traces the course of Padre Francis- 
co Silvestre Escalante, who, in 
1776, at the request of Padre Juni- 
pero Serra, President of the Cali- 
fornia Missions, set out to try to 
find a route from Santa Fe to up- 
per California. Father Escalante 
came into the Gunnison River Val- 
ley at about the point of its fork-

St. Paul reflect the experience of 
all mankind. Because of this duality 
‘in our nature we find a Dr. Jekyll 
and a Mr. Hyde, a saint and a 
demon, struggling for the mas- 
tery in each of us. In the last 
analysis it will be found that one 
of the chief purposes of all the 
exercises of the spiritual life is to 
emancipate the will from the 
tyranny of the flesh and thus make 


it the ready servant of the reason 
and the conscience of man. 


In order to secure such mastery, 
self-denial and self-discipline are 
necessary. The appetite which is 
always pampered, petted and in- 
dulged, becomes imperious § and 
domineering. By denying oneself 
at times pleasures which ‘are law- 
ful we strengthen the muscles of 
the will, so that it will be more 
capable of resisting pleasures 
which are unlawful. 


That is why in Lent we are asked 
to give up some pleasures and 
amusements which are lawful in 
themselves. We thereby fortify 
the enthronement of our consci- 
ence and our intellect over our 
appetites and cravings. -Then 
when the temptation comes we 
shall be able to stand unshaken 
like a Rock of Gibraltar when our 
softer fellow mortals are winnow- 
ed like chaff in the blast.

Strength of will which comes 
through self-denial and discipline 
is necessary to success In every 
line of endeavor—in literature, in 
science, in art, in commerce, In 
athletics.

Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—The 
recent news about the health con- 
dition of His Holiness Pope Pius 


XII was interrupted when it was 
learned that X-ray equipment had 
again been installed in the Vatican 
Palace. 


This gave rise to two conjec- 
tures. One was that the Holy Fa- 
ther was being treated for rheuma- 
tism in the left arm.

Archbishop Reminds 


‘Company Keeping By Catholics 
With Divorced Persons Forbidden 


Cincinnati —(NC)— Archbishop 
Karl J. Alter has asked the 
priests of this archdiocese to make 
it plain to their parishioners that 
keeping company with a divorced 
person is forbidden. 


IN A MESSAGE sent from the 
chancery office, the archbishop 
said there had been an “alarming 
increase” in this problem. He cited 
a convert class in which 16 of the 
30 persons enrolled were “Di- 
vorced persons keeping company 
with Catholics.” 


He advised the priests to make 
it clear that “company keeping 
by or with a divorced person, 
Catholic or non-Catholic, is for- 
bidden; any Catholic who vio- 
lates this law of God is not a fit 
subject for the reception of the 
sacraments until he resolves to 
break such associations and to 
amend his life in this regard.” 


The Archbishop said of those 
Catholics who assert it is all right 
to keep company with a divorced 
person “as long as the couple be- 
haves themselves”: 


“This is tantamount to denying 
the Ninth Commandment and the 
obligation to avoid giving scandal. 
It is also an attempt to usurp the

New York —(NC)— A direct 
link between the increase of juv- 
enile delinquency and the crime, 
horror and brutality portrayed in 
certain comic books has been es- 
tablished by the Joint Legislative 
Committee of the New York State 
Government, the chairman of the 
committee has said here. 

Assemblyman James A. Fitzpat- 
rick said also that offense extend- 
ed to television, radio and pocket- 
size books which also came under 
study by the group. 


PROPOSED legislation on comic 
books in this state is not aimed at 
destroying an industry or depriv- 


ing it of freedom of the press, Mr. 


Fitzpatrick told a meeting on juv- 
enile delinquency sponsored by 
the New York City Federation of 
Women’s clubs. 


“But freedom without obliga- 
tion is anarchy,” he said. “We 
feel sure that responsible ele- 
ments of the industry agree that 
we should not countenance any 


ruling’s successful vote that “pass- 
ing an ordinance will not surpress 
this evil. It is only a means.” 


This thought was echoed by 
Councilman Lamb who further 
encouraged careful surveillance 
by responsible persons in the 
program to make the ordinance 
effective.

lreland Gives 
Record Sum 
To Missions 


Dublin —(NC)— Ireland, which 
has a missionary tradition unex- 


‘celled by any other country, is 


this year making a record financial 
contribution to Catholic missions 
throughout the world. . 


It was announced here at the 
half-yearly meeting of the Council 
of the National Society: for the 
Propagation of the Faith that Ire- 
land’s 1955 offering would total 
$100,000—an impressive contribu- 
tion considering the country’s rela- 
tively small population. 


MEANWHILE the meeting was 
informed that Ireland.now has 54 
religious institutes, societies and 
congregations which today are 
represented by an estimated 4,870 
missionaries working in the for- 
eign missions. Ireland’s total Cath- 
olic population is about 3,000,000. 


These figures are taken-from 
Catholic Missions, organ of the 
society for the Propagation of 
the Faith here. They do not in- 
clude returns from _ societies 
which do net have foundations 
in Ireland, but send representa- 
tives periodically to the Green 
Isle to recruit new workers in 
their missions abroad. 


The Catholic Missions report 
marked the first effort since 
World War II to determine the 
strength of Ireland’s missionary 
army in territories under the jur- 


isdiction of the Sacred Conga

Typical Case 


Taipei, Formosa —(NC)— Fifty 
Catholics, as well as members of 
various Protestant sects, are 
among the 17,000 civilian refugees 
evacuated by Chinese Nationalist 
forces from the Tachen Islands 
with U. S. assistance. 


TYPICAL of the Catholics is 
Mary Mei-Ling Wang, who first 
fled the mainland to the Tachens, 
lived there for some years, and 
has now come to Formosa, with all 
her possessions wrapped in one 
small bundle. With her are her 
husband and parents-in-law. 


Mary’s husband was formerly 
a small merchant of Wan ¥uan, 
a town of Tai Chow Diocese with 
some 500 Catholics. Life under 
the communists was impossible. 
Because they owned some pro- 
perty and were Catholics, they 
were accused of being ‘land- 
lords.’ Fearing that any day 
they would be arrested and 
“tried,” they decided to flee. 


Escape meant a 20-mile walk 
to the coast. With the aid of the 
fishermen’s “underground,” the es- 
capees managed to avoid the Red 
coast guards and finally made the 
dangerous crossing to the Tachens 
one dark night in a small boat. 
That was in 1950.

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Father Lord's Credo Given 
In Memorial Leaflets To 


9,000 Youth Meet Delegates 


Milwaukee (NC) — Over 
9,000 young delegates to the 9th 
Annual Catholic Action Conven- 
tion arranged by the Sodality 
Union of Milwaukee received a 
leaflet in memory of the late Fa- 
ther Daniel Lord, S.J., former na- 
tional director of the sodality in 
the United States. 


The leaflet contained a prayer 
for the repose of his soul and the 
text of his “credo,” an 18-point 
memo sent in life to a young 
friend of his, a college graduate, 
a major league ball player, and 
Marine captain on entering a Trap- 
pist monastery. It reads: 

“Dear Paul: 


“Rather than that long letter 
with which I threatened you, I felt 
possibly that a synopsis would be 
more easy to handle. So here are 
some suggestions that may be 
largely supplanted when you get 
to your new life: 

“1, Henceforth your life is 
God and yourself. Keep your eyes‘ 
on God and stay close to Him, and 
let Him do the worrying about 
you. 

“2. Your life will be hard; offer 
that up for sinners, You can save 
them. 


“3. Offer up

the iniportant element which, hu- 
manly, advances and holds back 
the cause of Christ. 

“4 Pay as little attention as 
possible to others. What they do 
should influence you not at all. 

“5 Keep your prayer simple. 
Talk to God as to a father, to 
Christ as to a brother, to the Holy 
Spirit as to a constant companion. 

“6. Make your spiritual reading 
largely the Gospels. Read them 
over and over slowly and thought- 
fully. 

“7? You will learn to make 
Christ your personal pattern and 
your standard for everything. 

“8 Bring small things to Mary, 
as to your mother. The big prob- 
lems of your life will all be small. 
Take them up with her. 

“9 Try to do any job, impor- 
tant or trivial, with pride in it and 
with an effort to do it well. Offer 
it up at the beginning and end, 
and keep your mind divided be- 
tween what you do and who does 
it with you. 

“10. Watch your disposition. 
Keep your mind completely cheer- 
ful, at peace and content. Despise 
temptations and laugh at any signs 
of scruples. You’re God’s son and 
that’s your basic good fortune. 

“11. Take reasonable care of 
your physical health: keep clean, 
be regular, eat what you are al- 


d| lowed, get what sleep is permitted 


and extra when granted, force 
yourself to.regard your body as the 
companion of your soul—wonder- 
ful as an aid to all life, a drag 


when neglected. 


“192. Never decline any job you 


are asked to do, if it is possible 
for you to do it. 

“13. Silence can become simply 
apathy and inertia. Mentally talk 
to your guardian angel and your 
patron saints. 

“14. Consider yourself as vital- 
ly important for the Church.

If 
you have any free time, try to 
handle it differently each week, 
each month.
